Our  class  had  dwindled  to  twenty-three  as  we  entered  the  Halls  of  Learning  for  this,  our  last  year  as  the 
Senior  Class  of  1949. 

Under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Schroder  we  have  carried  out  many  activities,  such  as  publishing  our  newspaper, 
"Inside  C.H.S.,"   presenting   our   Senior  play,   "Just  Ducky,"  and  publishing  our  class  edition  of  "The  Indian  Echo." 

As  usual,  we  went  all  out  for  sports  with  six  girls  on  the  Varsity  Basketball  team,  and  five  boys;  and  six  boys 
on  the  Football   Squad. 

We  helped  boost  the  school  spirit  by  having  a  bonfire,  complete  with  dummy,  before  the  last  football  game  of 
the  season.  It  was  a  complete  success.  Harold  Wagner  and  Eugene  Hellard,  Seniors,  received  the  highest  awards 
in  football  by  being  chosen  All-Star  Right  End  and  Left  Tackle,  respectively,  by  the  Salisbury  Evening  Post.  Offi- 
cers were:  President,  Mary  Ahce  Miller;  Vice-President,  Mildred  Foster;  Secretary,  Barbara  Jean  Spillman;  and 
Treasurer,  Iva  Grey  Eller. 

Now  we  are  looking  forward  to  the  climax  of  our  Senior  year,  when  we  will  attend  the  Junior-Senior  Banquet 
as  honored  guests,  tour  Washington,  D.  C,  and  attend  that  greatest  event  of  all — our  Commencement  Exercises.
